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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

switching time interval such that a predetermined load out of a total heat load, which is the sum 
of the latent heat load and the sensible heat load is preferentially processed. 

Group II, claim(s) 14-20, drawn to an air conditioner and a corresponding method for controlling 
the air conditioner, that processes a latent heat load and. a. sensible heat load by using a vapor 
compression refrigeration cycle, comprising a heat exchanger, an absorbing agent, a controller, 
wherein the controller performs control of the capacity of the compressor and/or control for 
changing the switching time interval on the basis of at least any one of the temperature of the 
evaporator, the pressure of the evaporator, the temperature of the condenser, and the pressure of 
the evaporator. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Group II does recite the technical concept of 
changing the switching time interval such that a predetermined load out of a total heat load, 
which is the sum of the latent heat load and the sensible heat load is preferentially processed. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an
